T was born 0¢1,.8,1859, at Provo “onch, Peoh County, Utah, I was the daughter of 
Jackson Osbourne Smith (on Anril?, LoL" at wtherford Co. North Garolin-, and Mary 
laria Ovens(born jept.3*,3°18 et Florence Cneida Co. Mew York.) 

My parents wre mam `o? in the Bash and later wnt throush the Nauvoo Temple and 
were scaled there, Thess re driven wilh the Zaints and lived a whil~ at Cowneil Bluf 
Jowa, also at ‘Jinter Wert rs, They then came to Utah with ox and cibtle teams, 

‘hen my sister “liza J. ‘sih Ivie wis only three weeks old and they sottles first on 
Provo “ench whera I was ten, They hela farm and my father worked n! farming also 
worked in a grist mill iodine flour. 

Tors the next to th v ameest of o family of thirtern children, Tater we moved to 
Conter Cre k to the Jet mmes place Liber at Jordannell and finally returned to Iow 
acd Nebraske thora my *ehler eorla ech work in order to t ke carecof his Family 
eat to buy Land when we eron back ta Floh, 

T renember crossing the “lathe tiver this betg the second trip to Utah for m 
parents. In this coman there vere a inmier of wagons. When we arrived at the Platta 
River mr brother John rode rerons the river with a follow they called cr zy John, 
toen vere to fori the river nd mv brother to drive stokes at certain distances, 
there was nick sand in the river an? the stakes worldn't hold, I remember seeing 
hie vacon co out of sirtt, The horses fas this man had a team of horses) were rcod 
stiemers ant wont aheatl., Finely the wagon came vp clricht and ther crossed the river. 
There was a railroad brides crastine the river ond some flat hend crrs, The men

ry fothers waran was the heiwiestone to load on these hand cors., It wos the last 
to be taken across, just as we cot necrose the train cme.

‘Then sq moved “rom Jowa to Vebraska ‘so crossed the Lissovri River on the ice. I also 
remember crossine the Gfrecn River where ovr war ns were ferried across ðn a boat 
I renemher some one carrying me to the river and I ves teken on th^ boat. 

Te then came to Midway to live. Mere ~e lived in the Fort, th: wav this fort 
‘ms built, *here were Jor houses brilt 2111 »rovnd to form ° square, betve-n the 
houses vas just a road way. In the center wes the [Public Square and a school house, 
‘Fen the Indians were bod we all gothered in the school hovse , for sa”™ty. These 
tvildines were 211 hwbhlt ovt of loss. In this school hovse I 2ttendei school when 
only a child in the early coventios, "urine this time my father worked on the railroad 
at Promontory roint “echo Canvon. ‘hile he was working my mother was lso busy 
carrine for her °-mily. 3he did lots of weaving for people when 1e lived at Center 
Creek, she wove a c»rpet for Jim Clydets obher, also wove jeans, flannels and 
Lindsey cloth, "e childrch «icked the wool ready for weaving. Benjamin Peck made 
the loom my Mother rsed, l 

Ky father worked in “cho Senynon about two vears. Dvring this time my oldest’ 
sister and her husband Benjamin eck cime to Midwiy and as:isted Mother and her 
children in moving to 3cinio. Ne drove one team and my nother drove the other we 
children drove the cattle ard walked moslof the way. It took nearly a week before 
ve acrived at Scinio. Deriner ovr moves two of my brothers died. One age fourteen 
died at Trovo Utah, the other one age cicht died at Scipio, also a baby girl and a 
baby boy. This eft my parents nine living children. 

Je lived in 5civio on a “arm for a few yers., hile living here I attended school 
rezvlar., Tor attendance we were “iven tickets and when so many tickets were received 
they were exchanged for a Testament. I received a Testament. 

I also received the »rettiest card in school, while attending school there, Ann 
Mortin (å Sister to Till Borits Mother) wos the teacher. I recieved this card for 
repeatin: the times tables the best of any one in Lhe school, Ne were taught the 
Bible in school. 

Cop next move sas deen tie Sevier River, to Jellincton Juab Go, Utah., Mere 
"JILL Orgill a brother of Fark Oreill still Lives, Orr pleasvres and pistimes were 
mostly hikes and picnics. 

One time I was vi'h some vom“ people we went for a boat ride down the Sevier 
River, The boat leaked ve h i to bail ont. the water and row back, Young neople 
don't seem to sense dancer art anv time, or not very often at least. 

hile livinz +t Yellineton I met Mark Crgill (rho was born at Derbyshire “nglend 
and came to Mbah far the vocosel) We came to Jellingt«n to homestead lind, This was 
in Jan. 1875, Yo vere mrri? Time 20, 1675 at Mt, Ie sant by “dard Clift. ʻe lived 
kere from Time until in the 101., Mark vorting vith lis father mikine adobes., Ye 
Lren yent to Veltincton. to mng fathers hone for the fall and winter. 

In the serine about Aoril we maved bac to Mt, Pleasant, rented a loy house it. 
vag just across from 2 hich rock woll hich wis ovce ved for 9 fort bo protect the 
seople from the Inldions, This narb of the vw 11 wes still standin. Th has port; hótes 
hichér thin a mars hecd, so 2a “hon the Indians shot from the otsida thev couldntt 
hit the neonle or the inside.

morning the soldires traveled on ani we vant on ovr way to Wellington. Later =e 
heard of John D.Ler being shot ny the Tez. Soldiers., He wrs sht then fell over into 
his coffin. 

3o ærer Tirst hone in ellincbor wes when Mark dvr a gut ovt cvt three steps down. 
AR en bvilt we ever tha Ayo {th lows. There tas a windo in the gable end for 
light, It was a salnt roof covered with split cedars, the split side dom for the 
roof, the rounded part wes covered with mud. It didttt leak and this made the room 
nice and warm, ‘Je white washed the tors with white clay. I rubbed the dide o° the 
dneovut with my hands to make them smooth. Tb wes clay ground and the dirt didn't 
r-ttle dom I then went up in the hills got the white clay and white washed the wall 
“ith it. Jo hod a board “Tloor, a fire place in one corner and 2 stove in the other, 
we had a nice bed it was mite in Mt. Pleasant, The boards were srooved and painted 
rad. Tout crinty: evrtains vromnd the bed covered the lower wart of the bed as 
the Legs were high, Ye calle’ them hed balances. I tbok sood boxed and made a 
wash stand «nd dresser, this was a very nce room. 

Tt ues here there Thomas Jackson ovr second child our first boy was born. Auge22 1878 
Mark worked on the railroad. I stayed alone xt nites with my two children. The 
railroad wis near by. Cne nite I was svre frichtened, I was dreanihg I was puitling 
the sleeve of a night dress richt side out -nd I wis pushing so hard and pushed Tom 
out of bed, Ne tran to cry nnd woke me wp. I soon picked him uv, but was sure 
frightened for ` ar I had mrt him, and bing alone was afraid to have him cry..We 
were Livire here when the r-ilroad came up, ont of chicken creek canyon. In the fal 
I moved to my Mothers place. Ye had been living on the othr side of 160 Acres. 

Je were living bare when Josenh Alvin was born Nar.1°,1880. 

‘hen the ward in %cipio ws organized, man came from Scipio to Yellington to 
organize » branch here, this was 19 miles, This is where our children Tom, Joe, and 
Emma vere blessed all the sane doy.

He went to the 
house nd told the boy's father to move him into another room, He did this and the 
boy cot well.
